mlllj::l.guu}c —bir, it I8 not the intention of
her Majesty's Government to ask the House to
take any steps of the chardcter proposed hy the
bonorable gentleman, (Hear,) I am sure we
all & mpulﬁlr.u with his 1eelings, and every one
1 think, will agree 1h lamoenting the violent wnd
untimely death of » gnllant and amiable gentle-
man, whose high =pirit and enterprise, vnder
happier circometauces, might have rendered
him distinguished either on the battle-fields or
in the couneils of Burope. (Hear, hear.) But
if we are asked to record & judgment of
this House upon hig cxecution, I confess 1 see
very grave abjections 10 a slep of that kind
(Cries of “Hear.”) I do notsee how we could
come to mny such resolution, or how we can
discuss it without éntering ioto agenersl debate
upon the merits and policy of the Mexican
expedition—into the position and status of that
unforiunale prince, and the right by which he
claimed the possession ol sopreme power,
Hear, hear,) All these circumetances would,
thiuk, bave a necessary and very materisl
effect on our Judgment. 1 do not think this
would be the right mowment Lo choose lor a dis-
cussion of that kind (near, hear), cepecially ns
it s one on which great difference of opinion
might arse, (Hear,) Then sgain comes the
question of precedent, We might, 1 think, if
we accepted my honoruble Iriend’s suggestion,
set a presedent which might embarrass us very
inconveniently on some future occasion., This
is not the first case, and, unhapplily, it is not
likely to be the Inst, when the triumph of
one purtls. after a protracted clvil war, has
been followed by an uunwise, a hmenhhlu.
and a sanguinary act of revenge, Are we in
all these cages to take notice of suech sets in this
House and pass a vote of censure upon them? If
we are not to doso in regard to them all, on
what prineiple are we to draw a dustingtion ?
That s & question which the Houge would have
to consider, And lastly, sir, I would say, thoogh
I kay 1t with great respect, that, great as are our
power and our fuflurnce, we ure the Parliament
of the United Kingdom, and not the Parllament
of the world, (Cheers,) We are in no sense
responeible, directly or indireotly, for the lament-
able event which has occurred: snd I think it
very doubtful whether a habit of ioternational
erittictsm in Paillamentary debuate wounld be
found practically usetui, or conduce to a good
understandivg between nations, (Cheers.)

Mr, Otway wished to sk the noble lord
whether her Majesty's Minister accredited to
the late Emperor of Mexico is not at present in
FEoglsnd, and whether, after the statement
recently made by the Prime Minister, that the
execution of the Emperor Maximillan was “a
base, cruel, and unnecessnry murder,” it is the
intention of her Majesty’s Government tO advise
her Majesty to aceredit the minister to the Pre-
gident of the Mexican n-Enbllc. or to withdruw
ber legation from Mexico?

Lord Btanley—It lg true that her Mujesty's
Mimster sceredited to the late Emperor of
Mexico Is now in Foglaud on leave, His duty
wae discharged during his absence by the Secre-
tary of Legation acling as Charge d'Aflaires.
But that gentleman was only acoreditad to the
late Emperor, and with the death of that unfor-
tunate Prince his eredentinls lapse. No ques-
tion, thereiore, has srisen, or ¢an arise, as to
his withdrawal, T gentleman had recelved,
before this lamentable event occurred, instruc-
tions not formaully or officiully to recognize any
new government which mirbht be formed 1n the
case of the downfall or overthrow of the Mexi-
can empire, but to confine himself, pending the
absence of official instructions, to looking after
any matier which might arise affecting British
injeresis,  The question whether anybody
should be acoredited to the government of
President Juwrez 18 not, I think, one on which
we are called 1o deelde In haste or under the in-
fluence ol temporury feelings, (Hear, hear,) We
hardly yet know whut is the real state of Mexico,
how 1ar Juarer ie really de facto master of the
couniry, or what are the chances of his power
being permauent. Upon that ground—setting
aside saltogether what has lately happened—
ehould object to any precipilate suspension of
diplomatic relations with Mexico. But as to the

ermanent suspeusion of those diplomatic rela-

ons, the objection to that eourse is, [ think, a
very obvious one, It would do no hurl, or only
very Mitle, to the Mexican Government—for 1
belfeve the principal business of a British
Minister m Mexico 18 to urge upon that Govern-
ment various British elaims, to which it is not,
perbaps, very accepiabie 1o them to listen, 1t
would do no harm 1o that Governmeut to sus-
pend diplomatic relations with them, bnt |t
would be & veryv serious thing for British ints.
reste, and for those Hritish subjects who have
claius upon them. (Hear, hear,) They are not
responsible tor the late deplorable proceedings,
and I oo not think it would be fair to punish
them for them, (Cheers,)

New Onigans, July 24.—The latest dates from
the ocapital state thet Marquez, O'Harun, and
other prominent chiefs were still at large,
Generals Andrada, Lacunza, Lares, and others
were found socreted in the Boglish Ministor's
house, and arresied on the groand that foreign
powers did not recognige the Liberal Govern-
ment; therefore no consideration was due the
Minister,

The northern army has lefl the capital for the
interior. Corona recently passed through
Querataro with 7000 men én roude for the Sierra
de Anca to oﬁpmf: Lozadn, Garcle reports
to Dinz that Merida has been taken by the
Liberals.

Diaz recently obtained from eight commer-
cial houses two hundred thoosand dollars, with-
out interest, to pay his army. Prominentarmy
oilicers are offering their resignations every
duy, but none are accepted. Dinz has ap-
&oimed Felipe de Jesus Zerrs Governor sud

itary Commander of the State of Tobasco,

While in Queretaro Jusrez issued the order
for the convoeation of Congrens and the election
of & President of the Mexiean republic.

operation lp ihe work, Ackoowledging the generous
confidence and support which I have received at the
hands of the parlty you represent, and trusting that is

An Enelish paper—the Derbyshire Courier—
hag the fcllowing:—
‘At the Belper County Court, Richard Allison
gned Mr, Wombell, the proprietor of the Ilkeston
Pioneer, for £2, under the following owrcum-
stances:—Some time ago plaintiff engaged with
the proprietors of the Notuingham Daily Erpress
to =upglg them with the reports of the Alfreton
Petty Sessions and the district news, Defendant
copied those reports into his paper; and plain-
lll!P wrote a letter saying If this were continued
he should expect an allowance of 108, per week,
and that he now demanded £3 for what had
been already copied, Mr. Wombell took no
potsee of the communication; hence the action,
Mr. Leech, solieitor, of Derby, on behalf of
defendant, Interrupted the plaintif by telling
his Honor that it was the custom of the profes-
sion to copy each other's news; and even if it
were not 50, the report, after it had appeared In
print, was not the property of the newspaper
correspondent, but of the proprietor, He
should prove the custom carried out by
all newspapers in the kingdom by the
evidence of the followlng gentlemen, whom he
had subpenaed:—Mr, Hatton, editor of the
Derbyshire Uourier, and distriet reporter for the
Sheffield ana Rotlerdam Independent; Mr, Kemp,
editor of the Derby Mercury; and Mr, Hobson,
roprietor and editor of the Derbyshire Adver
i#er, His Honor eald il was no use curriying
such a cuse any further. The proprietors of the
Times bad complamed that as soon as thelr
per was published their news was telegraphed

The Grey Jacket and Willlam Bagiley
Prize Money.

Wasnsaron, July 26.—The ?rlu- Grey Jacket,
cuptured by the United States stoamer Kennebec,
of the East Gulf Squadron, commanded by Rear-
Admiral H. H. Bell, near Mobile, Ala,, Is now
rendy for payment at the office of the Fourth
Auditor of the Treasury; aleo the prize William
Bagley, eaptured by tne United States steamers
Ossipee, Kennebee, and Do Soto, the two former
vossels beloneing to Admirel Farragut's squad-
ron, and the latter to the squadron commanded
bﬁ\' Rear-Admiral Balley, Tho Grey Jacket is
tho prize thet was the subject of the long con-
tested suit which was flnally settled in the l%nitad
Btates Bupreme Court, and for the gaining of
which the Hon. B. F. Buller was to have re.
celved the snug little fee of $100,000 had he suc-
ceeded, The share of Admirsl Bell in the Gre
Jucket is $§8000; the share of Captain Willlam P,
Mc€ann, the commander of the Kennebeg, is
$16,751; and the shares of the seamen $1085,
The ghare of Admiral Farragut in the prize Wil-
liam Begley 18 $3000. The other shares are
small, owlng to the proceeds baving Lo be dis-
tribnted petween the two squadrons, The pro-
ceeds of the sale ol the Groy Jucket are $335,021,
and the procecds of the sale of the Willlam Bag-
ley and cargo of cotton are $100,900. Half of
these sums go to the Government and half to
the captors.

The Steam Ram Japan,

The r(?mrs and improvements to the ram
Stonewall, recently sold by the Government to
the Emperor of Japan, are rapidly approaching
completion, and It I8 now thought the Japan
will be ready to sail for Japan about the 6th of
August, Captain George Brown, Commasnder,
Mpired States Navy, who has received a leave of
abrence trom hie dutles as Ordnance Officer at
the Washington Navy Yurd, and been detailed
to take command of the Japan on her trip to
her new home, arrived in this city thia moming
after a short absence North.

Capiain Brown has selected as
his officers:—Lieutenant, T, B, Dubois; Second
Lieutenant, W. Langhorne; Third Lieutenant,
Richard Canfield; Surgeon, Dr. James Harrie;
Chief Engineer, Clevelund Lindslay; Assistant
Engineers, James W, Milstead, Charles A,
Stewart, Samuel Ellis, and Andrew J. Potter. All
these pentlemen served in the volunteer navy
during the war. Messrs, Dobols and Langhorne
were with the Farragut and Porter flects, All the
officers are well sald for their services, The
crew receive an advance on the wages paid to
the merchant gervice, while their pay will con-
tinue until they are gent back to this country,
The Jupsnese purchased the Stonewall for
$£450,000. There have been two payments made
here; the third and Anal payment will be made
to the Ameriean Minister in Jaoan as soon as
the Japanese BEmbassy or Commissioners reach
home. The splendid S00-pounder French eun
which was on board the Stonewall when ghe fell
into the hands of the Government will be sent
out in her, as will also the remsainder of the
armament that was on board. The route to be
tunken to Japan will be by the Btraits of Magellan,

aw and then sums up the evidence in support
of impeachment. His report Is about ready,
and wonld make at least twelve columus of this
puper, Judge Lawrence arranges the evidenco
against the President n  extracts  under
Peparate heads, and slso argues the law,
avd his report would iill at lenst ffteen co-
lumus, Governor Thomas has mot yet drawn
up any report, and may join with one of his
colleagues, The three anti-impeachment Re-
publicans take ground that it fa not proper to
draw up a report till the testimony ls all m, snd
their report has progressed no further than
Judge Wilson's careful and elaborate statement
of thelaw which, in their opinion, must govern
the cose. It 1s not known what progress the
Democratic members bhave made with their
report.  Another faot connected with General
Grant's evidence has leaked out, Heo says, in
reference to (he Presidential tour last summer,
that he was invited to go by the State Depart-
ment, and deolined, nud that he did not waive
his objections and consent till he had been por-
sopslly urged by the President to sccompany
the party.
